Round Towers of Ireland. 


Passing the fine Round Tower at Clon- 
dalkin the other day reminds me that 
these towers are almost confined to Ire- 
land, as the only other towers in the 
British Isles are three in Scotland. 
The purpose for which they were 
intended, as well as the periods of their 
erection, are questions on which much has 
been written, but authorities cannot agree. 
Some antiquaries assert that these towers 
were the work of pagans, while others 
maintain their Christian origin; and as 
there is also much difference of opinion 
respecting the use to which they were 
originally put, it is not surprising to find 
they have been regarded as military 
towers, watch towers, belfries, retreats for 
priests, etc. 
One of the finest towers in the South is 
the one at Ardmore, County Waterford. 
which is 97 feet high; the door being 15 
feet from the ground, and is said to have 
been built in 1642. Tradition, with a blot 
upon its historic accuracy, declares it 
sprung up in one night, and that it was 
anciently called Cuilcach Dhiaglain, or 
the Reed of Declan. 
“Two favourites hath Time—the Pyramids 
of Nile 
And the old Mystic temples of our own 
dear Isle.’’ 
Nearly all the towers I have visited 
have the entrance door very high up, with 
the exception of the one on Scattery 
Island. 
The late Lord Dunraven published in 
1877 a very interesting work entitled 
‘* Notes on Irish Architecture,” in which 
he enumerated 118 existiny towers in the 
country at that time, 


A Dublin Cameo. 


Visitors to Dublin, and, indeed, many 
Dubliners, too, are often curious to know 
what is the unusual looking building that 
may be seen in the distance on looking 
down Merrion square, South, from the 
vicinity of the National Museum.

masonry building

many notable features in the interior. Í 
should imagine that no other Parish 
Church in Dublin can lay claim to such 
an array of memorials as are collected 
within the four walls of St. Stephen’s. 


The first thing that attracts the atien- 
tion on entering the church is the massive 
carved wooden pulpit which stands on the 
right-hand side of the choir. This pulpit 
was erected in 1889 to the memory of the 
late William Henry Jackson. A strange 
thing about the pulpit is that, although 
the church is lighted by electricity, there 
are two sconces holding three candles 
each for giving artificial light to the 
preacher, 

St. Stephen’s has always been noted for 
its music,. but the choir and congregation 
have every encouragement to sing, since 
they have the assistance of one of the best 
Connacher four manual organs in the city 
The organ is also a memorial, and was 
installed in 1889; it possesses some stops 
that are to be found on very few church 
instruments, and the tone of the solo 
stops is the envy of not a few organists 
who do duty on more modern organs.

Che Phenix Conument. 


The Phenix Monument in the Park, 
which is to be removed for the interna- 
tional motor races in the summer, has 
been the subject of a good deal of con- 
troversy- It was erected by Lord Chester- 
field in the years 1745-7, and nmst have 
been designed in ignorance of the true 
etymology of the name of the Park. 
Warburton, Whitelaw and Walsh, in 
their ‘‘ History of Dublin,” give the 
derivation of the name from lionneuisge 
(Feenisk), a chalybeate spring once 
situated between the grounds of the Vice- 
regal Lodge and the Zoological Gardens. 
which at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century was a fashionable spa, but after. 
wards became neglected and was covered 
over. The word ‘‘ Phenix,”’ 
nearest English equivalent for “ Feenisk,’’ 
became adopted as the name of the Park, 
and thus it was that the traditional bird 
arising from its ashes acorns the graceful 
column which bears on its pedestal an in- 
scription to Philip Stanhope, Earl of 
Chesterfield.

THE TWO BAGS, 


A book drawn up by order of 
Charles LI., in 1685, contains drawings of

Some 
of them are hard to allocate, but in 


several cases it has been possible to connect 
them with the families to which they 
belonged. One is that of the ancient Danish 
family of Harrold, from whom the name 
of Harold’s Cross derives. Another shows 
a design of a peculiarly morose hrmonr, 
probably inspired by the result of some 
gruesome victory over an enemy. It bears 
two bags, judged from the weird and 
lumpy outlines to contain a corpse each, 
and, as a last refinement of choulish 
sarcasm, these shrouds embroidered 
lavishly.

Much care has heen devoted to 
inscribing and decoration of 
volumes of ‘‘ funerall entries,’’ including 
an elaborate list of those present, such 
as our principal graveyards now supply 
to newspaper reporteis on the occasion of 
an interment of special importance.

Mr. Anthony, Labour member for Cork 
said that he had never heard more non. 
sense spoken on any subject than had 
been uttered on that motion. Statements 
like those which had come from the 
vianna Fail Party would have an evil 
cflect on the young people of this country. 

The Minister for External Affairs was 
very caustic at the expense of the Opposi- 
tion.

WHY SHOULD THE IRISH 
CONDEMN WAR?” 


The debate on the motion of the Minister 
for External Affairs approving of the Kellogg 
Peace, Pact was resumed. 

Mr. M. J. KENNEDY (F.F., Longford- 
\Wesimeath) said that the Pact was a mere 
platitude and valueless as an international 
‘ostrument. It made no attempt to renounce 
the causes of war. ‘They had blue-eyed 
idealists coming back from Geneva telling the 
Irish people that war was at an end because 
they had been there. War was coming, and 

this Kellogg Pact was not going to avoid it, 
hecause it did not do anything to renounce 
and do away with the causes of war. 

Mr. M. CORRY (¥F.F., Cork East) said that 
the Minister for External Affairs should be 
surcharged for the expenses involved in 
having this motion discussed by the 
(Oireachtas. It was a farce for that House to 
le pretending that they were somebody and 
discussing a matter’ when the Pact had 
already been signed by the King of Great 
Britain and Ireland and the Dominions 
Levond the Seas. 

The SPEAKER said that the deputy 
hould not call the proceedings a farce. They 

ere not a farce except in so far as be made 
hem so, 

Mi. MULLINS (F.F.. Cork West) said that 
he would vote against the signing of the Pact. 
because he believed that it was a hypocritical 
gesture, and that those who initiated it did 
nul mean what they said, which was proved 
by their subsequent actions. The Free State 
would not have been invited to sign the Pact 
weve it not for the fact that they were part 
of the British Empire. 

“ UNIVERSAL HYPOCRISY.” 

‘ir. MacEntee (F.F.. Dublin County) said 
‘hat the Past was an open and manifest hie. 
I. was an act of universal hypocrisy, and 
they should not involve the country in it. 
The Minister knew that the desire of Great 

britain to safeguard the Pact was not a 
measure in our welfare, but, on the contrary, 
a desire to interfere with the legit:mate 
aspirations of the Irish people and to prevent 
their economic development. 

Mr. E. COONEY (F.F., Dublin N,) said 
that the Pact was meant to solidify the pre- 
sent wretched economic conditions in this 
country. After all, he said, he did not see 
why the Trish people should be against war, 
for it was by war that the Free State cb- 
tained its present position. It was not a 
noble thing to preach the abolition of war; 
it was nobler to die fighting than to die of 
slarvation, 

DANGEROUS NONSENSE. 

Mr. R. ANTHONY (fah., Cork Borough) 
said that be had never heard more nonsense 
spoken on any subject thar had been uttered 
on this mation. To say that war was a desir- 
able thing for the ordinary common people 
of any country was to him a surprising pro- 
position. Statemeuts like those which had 
come from the Fianna Fail party would have 
ar evil effect on the young people of this 
country. The youth were liable to be carried 

| away by the claptrap, and he was surprised 
that such stuff should be preached in the 

Dail, whence it was liable to be absorbed by 
voung people. It was not a useful contribu- 
tion to the polities of the day. 

Mr. MeGILLIGAN, Minister for External 


\fiairs, replying, said that he was sorry that 
My MecEntee had left the House, as that 
save him {the Minister) the last word.

Thomas H. Sloan, a Belfast magistrate and 
ex-M.P., pleaded ‘‘ Not guilty ” at the Bel- 
fast City Commission § yesterday, before 
Lord Justice Andrews, to the charge of 
having, on September 24 last, unlawfully, 
corruptly and dishonestly accepted a bribe 
of 2s. from Alfred Mullan, who was a defen. 
dant in the summons, with intent to prevent 
the due course of justice. 

The accused man, in the witness box, said 
that he was a J.P. for Belfast for 25 years. 
He had represented Belfast in the Imperial 
Parliament from 1902 to 1910. He had re- 
sided continuously in Belfast, except for a 
short period during service in the war. He 
afterwards served in the Ministry of Pensions 
and in the Treasury, London, He never saw 
Mullan in his life until he saw him in that 
Court. 

The jury disagreed, and the case was 
adjourned till the next Commission, 


COFFINS IN COURT. 


BRAY MAN CHARGED. 


Two coffins were brought into District 
Justice Price’s Court at Bray yesterday, when 
Richard Towson, Auburn Cottages, Bray, was 
ut forward and charged by Superintendent 
Jasserley with stealing sets of coffin timbers 
from the premises of Mr. T. M. Collier, 
undertaker, Bray.

He bound 
him over in his own bail of £100, with two 
sureties of £50.

The Censorship Bill. 

The Free State Government has escaped 
downfall only by the nimble acceptance 
of a moral defeat.

The “‘associations’’ were to 
have been a sort of literary Cheka or 
Ogpw, consisting of such “groups of 
persons ” as should obtain “ recognition '' 
from the Minister for Justice. They 
would have reported to the Minister books 
which, in their judgment, were “‘ indecent” 
or offensive to “public morality’; and 
the final verdict would have been given 
by the Board of Censors. It is certain 
that the section would have spawned 
hundreds of “associations,’’ since every 
town, and many villages, would have made 
this easy and attractive claim to virtue ; 
and it is certain that the Minister could 
have denied ‘‘ recognition’’ to few of 
them. The result would have. been 
such a persecution of letters as would 
have sent Ireland’s best brains into exile. 
As the prospect grew clearer, even the 
Government’s well-disciplined followers 
began to be restive. Crisis came on 
Thursday, when Professor Tierney and 
other members of the official party sup- 
ported Professor Alton’s amendment. The 
Minister for Justice clung to his pre- 
posterous “associations,’’ and the section 
which established them was submitted to 
the House. It was defeated by seventy- 
four votes to fifty-four. Eight members 
of the Government’s party voted against 
the section. 

In normal circumstances such a defeat 
would have involved the Government's 
resignation, but: it saved itself at the last 
moment by the withdrawal of the party 
Whips. The _ voting, therefore, was 
“free,’’ and the Government remains in 
office. No doubt, it will accept the 
Ddil’s verdict and, by a new section, will 
give the private citizen access to a Board 
of Censors that will have full powers of 
initiative. The “recognised associations ” 
were the worst feature of the bill. It is 
improved by their disappearance, but it 
remains, our view, an _ offensive, 
mischievous and unnecessary measure. 
Nevertheless, we must acknowledge that 
the people are getting what they deserve. 
They never desired this bill; there was 
no general or spontaneous demand for 
it; it has been forced upon the Govern- 
ment by external influences. Ministers, 
with the possible exception of the Minister 
for Justice, have shown no enthusiasm 
for it, and have betrayed their discomfort 
by their consistent silence during the 
debates. Such encouragement as they 
have received has been of a strictly 
negative kind. It has consisted in the 
apathy or timidity of the persons and 
interests that ought to have opposed the 
bill strenuously from the outset. The 
country’s educated opinion was dumb. 
Although the bill, even as it stands to- 
day, could be used as an instrument of 
sectarian tyranny, the organisations which 
have most to fear from such tyranny made 
no effective protest. The Ddil’s Inde- 
pendent and University members accepted 
the principle of censorship when they 
allowed the bill’s second reading to pass 
without a division. It would be moribund 
now if Thursday’s revolt had happened 
before the second reading. 

We do not suggest that the State ought 
to have no supervision of public morals. 
We agree that it must have some powers 
to check the circulation of printed 
matter which is at the same time flagrantly 
indecent and easily accessible to the 
young and ignorant. These, however, are 
matters for the police, just as bad drains 
are matters for sanitary inspectors, In 
England the police have authority’ to 
confiscate indecent books, newspapers. and 
pictures, and to prosecute the offenders. 
A bill conferring like powers—strictly | 
limited powers—on the Civic Guard 
would have passed through both Houses 
of the Oireachtas without: a whisper ‘of 
dissent. The present bill may be a 
menace to indecency,’ but it is also a 
grave menace to the public freedom. | It 
endows a Board of Censors with authority 
to invade the liberties of the home, to

Tasks of Empire. 
In a White Paper issued by the 


Colonial Office a highly interesting 
account is given of the progress and 
development of the British Colonies 

The first 


during the last four years. 
real step in the direction of intensive 
development of the Colonies was made 
when the self-governing Dominions were 
separated for administrative purposes 
from the other imperial possessions, The 
old Colonial Office was divided into two 
parts, each quite distinct from the other, 
and the Colonies acquirel a complete 
department of State for themselves. Since 
that time colonial development has 
progressed at a remarkable rate. West 


Africa has been transformed during 
the last few years. That portion 


of the world which formerly was known 
as the “White Man’s Grave ” has been 
freed very largely of itsterrors. Part passu 
with the fight against disease the British 
Government has been spending vast sums 
of money on economic development.: In 
Nigeria alone more than 300 miles of new 
railway track have been laid down, with 
the result that this Colony now has 1,600 
Excellent. roads also 
have been constructed, and during 1927 
1,869 motor. cars and lorries,. with 
3,268,000 gallons of petrol, were imported. 
In Sierra Leone, although the Colony 1s 
hot nearly so rich as Nigeria, 200 miles 
of first-class roads have been made, and 
motor cars travel freely throughout the 


country. Bathurst, the capital of 
Gambia, has been equipped with an 
electric lighting plant, and now is 


illuminated as well as any European city. 
Probably the greatest progress of all has 
been made in Palestine, which, after the 
war, was virtually a wilderness. Since 
the Palestine Government was established 
under the protection of London almost 
incredible strides have been made. . Roads 
and railways have been built everywhere ; 
towns have been fitted with the latest 
sanitary appliances; good hotels have 
been erected in all the more important 
centres, and schools, hospitals, even a 
university, have been established. In 
East, Africa Kenya Colony, Tanganyika 
and Uganda have undergone similar 
changes ; and in those territories in which 
the British Government is operating under. 
a League of Nations mandate the natives 
have good reason to be thankful for the 
benefits that have been conferred on them 
by their inclusion in the imperial system: 
Light has been brought. into the darkest 
corners of the earth; devoted men have 
spent their Jives jn, this task of Empire, 
and to-day, wherever the British flag is 
found, progress accompanies it. Few 
Britons realise the extent of their imperial 
heritage; but Irishmen ought to find 
peculiar pride in the fact that men of 
their race have done so much to create it. — 


New Tools for Farmers. 


“It is safe to say that never in the,| 


history of the dairying section ,of agricul- 
tural engineering has the position been so 
interesting and promising as it is to-day.’’ 
This is the judgment of a special 
correspondent of the Trade and Engineer- 
ing Supplement of The Times, who writes 
on the progress of British industry in 
respect of the manufacture of farm and 
garden implements. The work of farm 
and” garden, in effect, is being 
‘“mechanised.”” Machinery, however, is 
being adopted not merely because it saves 
labour, but because it is hygienic. 
Throughout the world a movement is afoot 
for cleaner methods in the production and 
distribution of milk, butter, cream and 
cheese, and British makers of dairy 
utensils have kept pace with the new 
needs. The most significant development 
of recent years is said to be in respect of 
sterilising plants, which now are 
claborate, highly efficient and inexpen- 
sive, Last year “most of the prize- 
winners at the big county and inter-county 
clean milk competitions attributed much of 
their success to the sterilising plants.” 
Makers of milking machines are alive to 
the growing importance of sterilisation, 
end it.is one of the foremost claims of a 
leading firm of manufacturers that every 
part of its milking machine can be 
sterilised without difficulty, and that 
machine milking thus becomes safer than 
the hand operation. Much research has 
been devoted of late to the perfection of 
the cream separator. The _ British 
Ministry of Agriculture is assisting 
research, and it is expected ‘‘ that far- 
reaching results will be obtained in respect 
of cleaner skimming.’’ Butter churns of 
British manufacture long have been famous, 
thanks to the admirable cooperage. Recent 
improvements relate chiefly to the pro- 
vision of lid-fasteners of a sort which can 
be operated quickly with little handling. 
Cowhouse equipment has improved greatly, 
and sanitary flooring now i. supplemented 
by sanitary fittings. A new light-weight 
farm tractor has been produced in Eng 
land wherewith it is hoped to challenge 
the American pre-eminence in the light 
tractor market. British lawn-mowers Jong 
have been favoured, and several new types 
in which mower and roller are driven 
together by mechanical power have been 
put on the market. There is even a 
manually propelled garden-roller on which 
the operator sits, working the roller by 
pedals. Among new British tools are non- 
bruising pruners, multiple tillage imple- 
ments, steel barrows and sprayers of non- 
corrosive metal, with unchokable nozzles.

‘cost of living in the United States 
forbids them to produce pictures that 
will compete successfully, as to price, 
with paintings now imported from Paris 
and other European. art centres.

Exports of paintings and other. works of 
art to America ‘are large, and represent 
the living of many a studio. In religious 
art alone, America is a great buyer from 
Europe. Without the American market 
many an Irish craftsman would be idle, 
and workshops which, in stained glass and 
‘metal work, keep alive Irish tradition 
depend on the new world for their chief 
patrons. Nevertheless, it is likely that 
even a stiff tariff would fail in 1s 
purpose ; for no fiscal Jaw can conjure an 
artistic tradition into being or induce a 
buyer to abandon the picture of his delight, 
rich with the colours of France or Italy, 
for a Chicago croule.

Mr. Baldwin's Decision. 


The announcement made by the Prime 
Minister came as a complete surprise fo 
members; for it was anticipated that a 
decision would not be shéid for soma 
days.

Anglo-American relations and foreign 
affairs generally occupied a prominent 
place in President Coolidge’s address to- 
wight ad the commencement of the 
ceremony at George Washington Uni- 
yersity. 


The President seemed in a particularly 
amiable frame of mind, and his address 
was entirely free from those asperities 
and objurgations of European nations 
which constituted a noticeable feature of 
jis speech on Armistice Day, 

jeginning with a eulogy of “the father 
of his country,” whose birthday was 
observed as a public holiday — 
throughout the United States, President 
Coolidge described Washington as not only 
a great military leader and a sound. 
patriotic statesman, but as “the best 
business man of his day.” 

‘Wherever purity of character and self. 
sacrificing public. service were admired 
his name was honoured: and revered,”’ 
declared Mr. Coolidge. *‘ Almost alone of 
the great figures of history he can be 
accepted without any qualifications or 
yeservations. Not only is his fame world- 
wide, but his life is held in universal 
respect be 

lt was evident that the President set 
small store by the researches of modern 
American historians of the Strachey school 
‘or of those iconoclastic biographers who, 
to the indignation of the Mayor Thomp- 
sons and “the hundred per centers,’’ have 
revealed the more human side of Washing- 
ton 


“ INFERIORITY COMPLEX.”’ 

The President also referred to Washing- 
fons conviction that America must stand 
on her own feet and look to herself. 
Washington, therefore, warned his country- 
men to beware of permanent and political 
alliances, though, added Mr. Coolidge, 
“there are still among us those wh have 
an inferiority complex, and there are still 
people in Europe who regard us as a 
province. While we should at all times 
defend our own independence and main- 
tain our own sovereignty, nevertheless we 
should not forget that all nations, as well 
as individuals, have natural and inalien- 
able r "fe of life, liberty and tha pursuit 


of ha: ‘Mees: and, while we should fail 
dis pm, +tfy in our mission in the world 
if we “aot protect those rights for 


ourselw@e, we shal] also fail if we do not 
respect them in others.” 

This principle, President Coolidge con 
tinued, was clearly understood by our 
first President. 


BRITISH AND FRENCH. 

“hen the French undertook to inter 
fere in our affairs in such a way as to 
threaten the integrity of our Government, 
he called them to account. When our 
citizens, on the other hand, were resent. 
fully refusing to recognise the rights of 
English subjects, Washington was Sa 
insistent that our Government and our 
citizens should .feithfally discharge their 
legal obligations, even to our Tory 
enemies, 

“The revolutionary war inevitably left 


many undecided questions pending be- 
tween the United States and Great 
jritain. ‘There was the question of turn 


ing over to this country certain outposts. 
There were also certain boundary disputes 
which were not adjusted until well into 
the next century. These, in turn, were 
followed by differences concerning 
fisheries. ; 

“ Of course, everyone recalls the diffi 
culties under which we suffered as 
neutrals during the Napoleonic era, which 
resulted in the war of 1812. A like 
experience came to us in the world war. 
We also had issues arise, sometimes of a 
serious and threatening nature, with 
many other countries. We had them 
during the early period of our national 
life, and shall undoubtedly continue to 


have them in future.”’ 


A HAPPY CONDITION. | 

The President was frankly optimistic, 
however, on the subject of Americas 
foreign relations at the present time. 

“It is possible to say, he declared, 
“that they have rarely been in a more 
happy condition. The uncertainty which 
existed south of the Rio Grande has been 
very much relieved, The domestic dis- 
orders in Central America are being 
adjusted with a satisfaction that is almost 
universal. Even the mouths of those who 
would rather a aed. than have us do 
right have been stopped. 

“Competent, experienced ow

Mr. Coolidge then toúched on the 
question of ‘‘commercial rivalry in the 
market places of the world,” which. he 
said, was the natural, inevitable result of 
foreign trade. 
eke. does not, however,” he added, 
raise any issue between our Government 
and other Governments. We believe in 
the policy of national defence and maintain 
an Army and Navy for that purpose. 
Other countries have similar military 
establishments. 
' We are committed to the, principle of 
the limitation of armaments. Ither 
Great Powers, through the public opinion 
of their people and: the binding obligation 
of their treaties, are more firmly com- 
mitted to this principle than we are. 
Each Government, is conscientiously seek 
ing tv extend this principle. It does not 
raise any issue among us."’ ' 
Continuing, on the same subject of dis- 
armament, President Coolidge made what 
was generally interpreted as a distinct 
reference | to the forthcoming general 
election in Great Britain and, particn-. 
larly, to the attitude of a certain section 
of the London Press as regards Sir Esme 
Howard’s recent statement on Anglo- 
American Naval relations. 
“Our people should not take seriously,” 
he said, “ the campaign of utterances of 
those who may be seeking to supersede 
the Governments in power in. other 
countries. Political utterances of this 
nature should be carefully differentiated 
from statements by responsible Govern- 
ment authorities.’’ 


FAULT FINDING NOT WANTED. 

“I should like the people of the United 
States to know that, at the present time,”’ 
wei‘ on Mr. Coolidge,. ‘‘there are no 
questions of importance awaiting settle- 
ment between our Government and any of 
the European. Governments with which we 
heve relations. ‘Because this is true, 
there should be an attitude of kindness 
and. good-will between our people and all 
European peoples. Whenever we see 
statements constantly made, and seriously 
entertained, concerning the conduct and 
intentions of our Government at home or 
abroad, there comes a time when the 
candid presentation of the, facts 1s 
required to promote a state of better 
understanding. Such an expression is 
entirely different from a constant attitude 
of fault finding hostility towards every- 
thing foreign. 


SERVICE TO THE WORLD. 
“The Governments are friendly. The 
ople and the Press should be friendly. 

The respect and confidence of European 
Governmen’; is especially evidenced by 
ths unanimous request that citizens of the 
United . States should contribute their 
assistance of counsel in an effort to make 
a final adjustment of the problem of 
reparations. The great measure of our 
standing in the world is determined by 
whether other nations turn to us for 
assistance when they have difficulties 
among themselves. i 

“Our very detachment puts us m a 

osition where we are constantly render- 
ing service to the world which would not 
otherwise be possible. 

“While we are not associated with any 
particular foreign group, i the last 
analysis they all know they can apply 
to us when they are in need of friendly 
offices. This is the position which, 1 judge, 
Washington wished his country to occupy. 
As our strength has increased, as our 
power to maintain our independent posi- 
tion has grown, the wisdom of his warn- 
ing against alliances has become more and 
more apparent. ; 

“Some nations are so situated that it 
has been, and is now, necessary for them 
to seek understandings with others in 
order to perpetuate their’ own existence. 
Others have interests so detached and 
territories so scattered that they can best 
protect themselves by some method of 
regional relations. 

“ Our situation is such that we are, 
can remain, unhampered by such necess!- 
ties. Wa do not seek isolation for its own 
sake or in order that we may avoid re- 
sponsibility, but we cherish our positiqn 
of unprejudiced detachment, because 
through that means we can best meet 
our world obligations.

tion Mark. ‘The flight to New York will 
thus begin.

They 
expect to reach New York with the sup- 
plies of petrol thns obtained ; but should 
contrary winds impede them, a third 
machine will be summoned by wireless to 
meet them over Horta, in the Azores, and 
will for a third time fill the the tanks.

FATE OF MAN AND BOY, 


A fisherman named Roe (35), of Bally- 
gorey, Mooncoin, County, Kilkenny,. and his. 
nephew. named Walsh, aged 12 years, were 
drowned yesterday when the boat in which 
they were rowing capsized in a small river 


off the Suir near -Kilmeaden, County 
Waterford. The bodies have since been 
found. ! 


The capsiaing of the boat was witnessed 
by a child, who reported to the Civic 
Guards at Kilmeaden that she saw two men 
in a cot massing under Pouldvew Bridge 
part of which has been swept away by the 
floods. Thete was a strong current flow ' 
ing at the time, and the craft overturned, 
both occupants being flung into the water. 
Roe was endeavouriny to turn the craft when 
he saw bis progress had been stopped by a 
tree which had fallen across the river: 
As the boat swung round it was caught 
in the swell and turned over. 

A man named Power, who heard screams 
for help, 1ushed to the river bank and threw 
a pair of reins in the direction of Roe, who 
made no effort to catch them, he being then 
apparently dead. The boy, Walsh, was not 
seen after falling into the water. The bodies 
were recovered when the tide hud receded. 
Roe was well known in the Jocality, and for 
the past number of years it had been his 
habit to row to Kilméaden from Ballygorey 
for provisions. 3 
He was a fisherman, and had the reputation 
of being a strong swimmer.

WILD SPEECHES. 
MR. MCGILLIGAN’S 
REPLY TO FIANNA 

FAIL 


From Our Speciat. COIRESPONDENT. 


After listening to a scathing indictment 
of Fianna Fail’s hydra-headed policy in 
external affairs by Mr. MeGilligan, Dail 
Nireann yesterday by 83 votes to £0 
approved the Ministerial motion for 
ratification of the Kellogg Peace Pact. 

The debate on the motion was resumed 
by Mr. Kennedy, the Fianna Fail member 
for Longford-Westmeath, who character- 
ised the Pact as a mere platitude which 
could not possibly stave off the big war 
that was coming between the United 
States of America and England, or, 
alternatively, between England and Soviet 
Russia. 

The insuppressible Mr. Corry followed 
with a denunciation of the futility of 


carrying on “this comic opera about 
renunciation of war,” and ended by 


branding all the proceedings in the Dail 
relative to the ratification of the Pact as 
“hollow farce’’ and pure camouflage. 
These latter remarks evoked from the 
Speaker a sharp and entirely truthful re- 


in so far as Mr. Corry made them one. 


CATCH PHRASES. 

Mr. Thomas Mullins, a Fianna Fail 
back-bencher from the west of Cork, with 
becoming gravity, stigmatised the Pact as 
a hypocritical gesture, because those “who 
promulgated it did not mean what they 
gaid.”” Mr. Sean McEntee saw it as an 
act of universal hypocrisy, and Mr. 
Eamon Cooney, the “ Red’’ member of the 
party, supporting his colleagues from 
another angle, made liberal use of the 
many catch phrases to ' found in Coin: 
munistic penny handbooks. | 

In the nature of an ‘‘aside’’ was the 
remark addressed by him to the Govern. 
ment benches that he wanted to see that 
‘*these in this country who lived by the 
sword shall perish by the sword.’’ 

There was laughter from the Minis- 
terial benches at this sally-heroic, and 
when Mr. Cooney gravely suggested that 
his statement was not matter for smiles, 
President Cosgrave, with equal gfavity, 
replied that indubitably Mr. Cooney’s 
remark afforded little cause for smiles. 


COMEDIANS. 
Mr. McGilligan, in a comparatively 
brief, but effective, speech, played 


havoc with the Opposition. The debate 
should have been a serious one, he said, 
at the outset, but the Opposition had 
shown its utter irresvonsibility by per- 
mitting comedians like Messrs. Corry, 
Mullins and Kennedy to speak on such a 
serious matter. The deputies concerned 
protested, Mr. Mullins declaring that, 
since he was elected by the people to the 
House, he had as much right as the 
Minister to speak on any matter that 
came before the Chamber. 

The Speaker asked Mr. McGilligan to 
withdraw the expression, and the Minister 
caused some merriment by stating that, 
since the expression was unparliamentary, 
he would withdraw it and use the word 
uncouth. 

He made the point that when people's 
utterances were likely to be reported on 
a big international matter some arrange- 
ment should be made by the leaders of the 
big parties as to who should be allowed to 
speak. Did Deputies Mullins, Cooney 
and Corry think that honesty compelled 
them to be so uncouth as to make the 
statements they had made that day, and 
what would be thought of these statements 


statement that the motives of the authors 
and every subscriber to the Pact were in- 
sinceré and hypocritical? 


MIXED. 

The Minister went on to illustrate, by 
quotations from Opposition speakers, the 
mixed views held by the Fianna Fail 
Party on this and other questions of ex- 
ternal policy. He also scouted the sug- 
gestion that ratification of the Pact would 


commit the Free ‘State to any dis- 
advantageous compromises with the 


British Government, and explained that 
the Saorstat were not a party to any re- 


“We do not believe,” he said, ‘‘ that 
the Pact will end war for all time, but we 
have a right to hope that it may, and in 
that hope we have become a signatory to 
it and ask the House’s approval of its 
ratification.”’ 


CUT IN SENATORS’ SALARIES. 

Following the adoption of the motion 
Professor Thrift moved the second read- 
ing of his bill to reduce the salaries ol 
members ‘of ‘the Senate from £360 a year 
to £200 a year. An amendment had been 
put down by Professor Tierney postponing 
the second reading “until the proposal 
was considered by a Joint Committee for 
the two Houses, or for three months,”’ 
whichever might be the shorter period. 
Professor Thrift intimated his readiness 
to accept this amendment. 

Mr. Lemass, on behalf of the Fianna 
Fail Party, supported Professor Thrift's 
bill, while suspecting the motives which 
led the deputy to introduce it. | 

He supported the motion ‘for second 
reading, however, on the ground that the 
second Chamber was a useless and too 
costly institution. 

Mr.. T. J. O'Connell, leader of the 
Labour group, opposed both the motion 
for second reading and the amendment, 
and suggested that the bill would exclude 
the workingman from active membership 
of the Senate. 

To this Mr. Flinn (Fianna Fail) 
retorted that the Labour representatives 
who sat in the Senate at present were not 
working men, but well-salaried officials of 
the trades unions. '

LATERAN TREATY. 


MIXED COMMISSION TO 
BE SET UP, 


From ‘‘ Tue Times ’’ COnRESPONDENT, 


ROME, Friday. 

Numerous questions arising out of the 
application of the recent concordat he- 
tween the Holy See and Italy are, .it is 
now revealed, to be submitted to a mixed 
Commission, composed of representatives 
‘of the Vatican and the Italian Govern- 
ment. i 

Owing to the urgent nature oí these 
questions, the Lateran Treaty, it is 
stated, stipulates that the Commission 
will be set up immediately after the sig- 
nature of the agreement, without waiting 
for its formal ratification. 

Nothing is as yet known as regards the 
size ol the Commission, but it is ex- 
pected to.be small, and to contain a very 
few eminent experts. The name of Signor 
Pacelli is mentioned as the probable chief 
representative of the Vatican; while it is 
tuken for granted that the Government 
will be represented~ by Signor Rocco, 
Minister of Justice, and Colonel Mattei 
Gentile; who, a few years ago, presided 
over the Commissioy for the reform of 
ecclesiastical legislation. 

One of the first tasks of the Commission 
will be to prepare parliamentary bills for 
harmonising canon law and Italian law on 
the ‘subject of marriage. The reform of 
the ecclesiastical law in the matter of 
religious Orders, especially with respect 
to the rales of procedure governing the 
acquisition of property by them, will also 
have to be studied. 

Lastly, the Commission will need to re- 
organise the Department of the Ministry 
of Justice, responsible under the con- 
cordat for the relations between the civil 
and the religious authorities in ecclesias- 
tical matters.

FRENCH PARLIAMENTARY 
GROUP FORMED.

PARIS, Friday. 

France, as well as Great Britain, now 
has its parliamentary group to deal with 
questions concerning the proposed Channel 
tunnel. The group was, formed at the 
Chamber to-day, and M. Renaitour was 
elected President.

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NEW 'BUS TAX 
PROTESTS. 


MR. BLYTHE’S REFUs ' 
TU MEET OWNERS. 
a) 


Protests against the proposed new tax on 
‘buses were made last night at a gene 
meeting of omnibus owners'in the Irish Free 
State, under the auspices the Irish ’Bus 
Uwners’ Protection Association, in the Com- 
mittee Rooms, Commercial Buildings, Dublin 

Mr. T. W. Berkerry, as Secretary, sub 
mitted a report which stated that a series of 
communications with Ministers of the Execu- 
tive Council of Saorstat Eireann had: failed 
to bring about an interview between the "Bus 
Owners’ Association (who represent more 
than 80 per cent. of the owners of omnibuses 
in Saorstat Eireann) and the Minister for 
Finance. 

Interviews, however, had taken place be- 
tween representatives of the Association and 
of various | mm in the Oireachtas, which 
it was confidently anticipated would result in 
the penal character of the proposed tax 
being subjected to careful scrutiny, if and 
when the Executive Council proposed to 
give effect to the scheme of tax 
outlined by the Minister for Finance 
in his speech at Mallow last December. 
It was pointed out that the burden of taxa- 
tion borne by the Northern Ireland ’bus 
wwner. which exceeds the burden of any other 
‘bus owner in the world, was less than the 
burden of taxation at present imposed on 
Free State owners. If the tax proposed by 
Mr. Blythe became law, it would crush out of 
existence the only industry in the Free State 
which had progressed, to the advantage of 
farmers, merchants, and manufacturers, with- 
out any request for subsidy from public 
funds. 

In recommending the adoption of the 
report to the meeting, Major Waller, D.8.0., 
M.Inst.C.E. (Chairman of Executive Council), 
expressed regret that the efforts of the Coun 
cil had met with scant attention from the 
Minister for Finance. Owners of ‘bus ser, 
vices were quite prepared to enter into a 
conference with the technical advisers of the 
Executive Council in order to find some fait 
basis of allocation of taxation of road trans-. 
port for expenditure of rates to which ‘bus 
owners would be prepared to contribute their 
full share. The proposed tax would cripple 
ull “bus owners, raise fares substantially, 
and abolish many services which were help- 
ful, rather than damaging, to the future 
development of railway values. 

The Defence Committee had offered to 
piace the audited accounts of representative 
members of their Association before the Exe- 
calive Council. 

Major Waller expressed his extreme per- 
sonal reluctance to enter into any form of 
curflict with the present Government, and 
asked the meeting to take such action as 
would bring home to the ordinary citizen the 
‘eal nature and effect of the penal tax which 
had been outlmed by Mr. Blythe.

But he believed that 
it wag still necessary to impress upon County 
and Urban Councils and the trade bodies 
concerned the full meaning and danger of 
M: Blythe’s proposals. 

Mr. H. E. Gresham said that the imposi- 
tion of the tax would destroy the industries 
of the small owners, who were the real 
pioneers of the ‘bus business. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh, ex-Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, said that if the tax should be 
forced thro~th the Oireachtas the ordinary 
citizen would have to do without his "bus 
and go back to the payment of excessive fares 
for railway and tramway accommodation. 

The report of the Defence Committee was 
unanimously adopted.

FIANNA FAIL’S ' CROAKING.”’

LADY HAIGS ADDRESS

LORDCRAIGAVON AND EX- 
SERVICE MEN’S CLAIMS.

“The Legion. now occupies a higher 
position in the area than ever before,” 
Captain F. L. Bennett, Chairman of the 
British Legion, Northern [Ireland Area, 
said, in moving the adoption of the report 
at the annual conference, held yesterday 
in the Town Hall, Newry, which was at- 
tended by the Countess Haig. 

‘The car-parking scheme in Belfast has 
made great progress, and twenty-eight ex- 
Service men have now been employed on 
it. General Young and Colonel Woods, 
who were responsible for it, are to be 
congratulated. The pensions work and 
the United Service Fund work have 
greatly increased, but it would be better 
if employment could be found for the 
men. A scheme is to be put in operation 
during the year whereby every member of 
the Legion will be able to enter a Legion 
club anywhere, and not merely as an 
honorary member. Poppy Day in 1927 
realised £517,000. and in 1928, so far, its 
returns had been estimated at £550,000. 

Captain Craig seconded the adoption of the 
report. 

Sergeant Lowry spoke of the employment 
of thirty-three men on the Newry Canal 
improvement scheme. 

Mr, W. N. Wilson, Hon. Treasurer, stated 
that the income for the year had been equal 
to the expenditure. 

Mr. A. SS. Byers, British Legion and 
United Services Fund, said that during 1928 
a sum of £13,741 1s. 3d. was expended on 
the work of the fund. He appealed for strong 
support for Poppy Day, saying that £500,000 
would not go far whé@n they had 700,000 men 
out of employment.

THE CENSORSHIP BILL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—As the Censorship of Publications 
Bill is again before the Dail, public opiaion 
is once more centred upon it. The bill in its 
present form has two grave defects _ It 's 
vague and indefinite, not defining sufficiently 
what it seeks to prohibit; and it confers (for 
lack of definition) almost unlimited power 
on a single individual. 

Section seven provides that, when a book 
or particular edition of a book, on being 
examined by the Board of Censors, is pro- 
nounced by four members thereof to be “ in- 
decent or obscene’’ or to “‘ tend to inculcate 
rinciples contrary to public morality,’’ the 
Minister for Justice may prohibit the sale 
and distribution of such book or such edition 
of a book. The same applies to periodical 
yublications. It is evident that the Board, 
Éefore they could form an opinion, must have 
certain terms defined to guide them and to 
limit their decisions. Among the terms that 
are defined is ‘‘indecent,’’ and even this is 
put in such a way that there is really no 
limit as to what may not be included in the 
term. Is it not strange that “ public 
morality,’’ which 1 take to be the chief peg 
on which the whole bill hangs, is left entirely 
without definition, and that the members of 
the Board are apparently left to their own 
private opinions in the matter? Very few 
will agree as to what constitutes public 
morality, and, so long as this is unlimited 
and indefinite, liberty of thought and the 
dissemination of truth, scientific and social, 
politic and theological, as well as in many 
other ways, are in danger of being strangied 

Another great defect in the bill is that 
it focuses unlimited power in a single indivi- 
dual, The Minister for Justice appoints “ fit 
and proper persons to be members of the 
Board,” and he removes any member who, 
in his opinion, becomes unfit for such mem- 
bership. Here there is nothing to guide 
the Minister in his choice. The qualifica- 
tions to render anyone “‘ fit and proper ” are 
leit to his own judgment to determine; he 
is the sole umpire deciding on the fitness or 
unfitness of an individual member. In view 
of such appointment and removal, may not 
such a Board become in time a mere machine 
for registering the wishes and the whims of 
the Minister himself’ 

Again, what guarantee has the public that 
the Minister for Justice, on whom so great 
responsibility rests, will be a “fit and 
proper ” person himseli? It is by virtue of 
lis office as Minister for Justice that he 
becomes chief censor, and not primarily for 
any fitness that he may possess in this direc. 
tion. Yet he is endowed with such respon- 
sibility, and, as the bill stands, with such 
unlimited poweis, that we must expect him 
to be a paragon of perfection if he does not 
abuse his office. It may be said that law

NEW LONDON PLAYS. 


“ THE RUMOUR * AT THE 
COURT THEATRE, 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Friday. 

Mr. C. K. Munro, the author of “The 
Rumour,’’ produced at the Court Theatre, 
shatters all sentimental illusions regarding 
war. With ruthless satire he shows the 
machinations of a group of capitalists who 
deliberately spread the rumour, The sacrifice 
oí human life, the annihilation of a peaceful 
people, the horrors and misery of war, weigh 
vothing against the fact of an increased bank 
balance. 

Przimia and Loria are small countries—some- 
where in the Balkans—adjoining each other. 
Big business men of foreign States, who own 
the mining and oil concessions in Przimia, 
having failed to get similar concessions from 
Loria, start a rumour in Przimia that the 
Lorians are secretly arming. Przimian loyalty 
and human nature does the rest. 

In the end Przimia, supported by the 
hig Powers, gets a large slice of the valuable 
Lorian land, while the capitalists get extra 
concessions, with cheap Lorian labour, and 
congratulate themselves on a good stroke of 
business. 

There are several wonderfully stimulating 
scenes in this play. The conference at the 
end of the war between the Przimian, French 
and British representatives is admirably con- 
ceived. One minute the ministers are arguing 
fiercely and bitterly about reparations, the 
next they are dashing to the window to bow 
and smile to the people, and make pretty but 
false speeches about justice, patriotism and 
world peace. 

It is vitter and trenchant satire. There is 
no star, but there is fine acting from every 
mamber of the company. Miss Hiida Dallas, 
who designed the settings, is to be congratu- 
lated on her excellent work. There are sixteen 
scenes in this play, but they follow each other 
in such rapid succession that the continuity 
is not unduly broken. 

“The Rumour”’ is one of the finest anti- 
war plays, and shows deep thought and clever 
characterisation.

“Fame,”’ the new play at the St. James's 
Theatre, written by Miss Audry and Waveney 
Carten, is a melodrama of the ‘tuppence 
coloured’’ variety.

OBITUARY. 
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MR. MILTON WELLINGS. 


Mr, Milton Wellings, the song-composer, 
has died in Bath, at the age of seventy-nine. 
In his heyday his songs were heard all over 
the country. One of the first songs sung by 
Arthur Roberts was composed by Milton 
Wellings, and Fred. E. Weatherley wrote 
several lyrics for his compositions, notably 
“The Old Loch “and “AL the Ferry.”

I appeal to those who 
have not already joined to come in now, 
especially the officers. I ask them to help 
in the work with that same fellowship they 
showed throughout the war. am 
very sorry to hear there is so much unem- 
ployment in Northern Ireland. Unemploy- 
ment is widespread; it is the whole trouble 
everywhere. t get a great many Jetters from 
ail ay of the world from men asking me 
fo find them work; they do not ask for 
money. [ think the Legion’s chief aim at 
present should be to devise schemes for em- 
ployment. 

To the Women’s Sections I would like to 
give a special message. I ask them to form 
more branches and work only in close co- 
operation with the men. Your co-operation 
with the men is invaluable, because you 
know personally the widows and orphans, 
end can advise as to the assistance needed. 
Also { ask the women to put their backs 
into it and do a great deal for the unem- 
ployed. My husband always thought so highly 
of women’s work, and his first question to a 
new Legion branch was—‘‘ Have you a 
Women’s Section ?’’

POPPY DAY. 

Poppy Day in 1928 has exceeded 1927 by 
£14,000. and there should still be £20,000 to 
come in; the total figure for 1928 is £531,000, 
against £517,000 in 1927. In 1928 the dona- 
tions and subscriptions received at head- 
quarters were far less than in previous years, 
but this loss has been made up by the 
wonderful manner in which the public re- 
sponded to Poppy Day. 

Speaking of the work in the poppy fac- 
tories, Lady Haig said that there was a very 
large waiting list of men looking for work. 
To accomplish the employment of more men, 
additional work has been taken on—artificial 
flowers at the Richmond establishent and 
children’s toys at Edinburgh. The making 
of the wreaths should be kept entirely to the 
factories, and should not be given to the 
florists. This will prevent German poppies 
from being used in the wreaths. 

Concluding, Lady Haig u- urged, the 
necessity for unity in the work, and said that 
she was g that the President of the 
Southern area had heen asked to meet her. 
““One thing I ask you,” she said: '' keep 
clear of politics. ' 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Captain Appleby, National Executive Com- 
mittee, who was blinded in the first battle of 
Ypres, then spoke on the unemployment ques- 
tion the necessity for great activity 
among the branches in this direction. 

Mr. W. Taylor, from Lendon headquarters, 
described schemes which had been success- 
mí worked by the Legion in connection 
with unemployment. In Youghal £250 put 
thirteen men into employment, and the money 
was paid back in a few months.

does not restrict the liberty of the law- 
abidiny.

TAXATION OF CLOTHING. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In a leading article yesterday you 
stated that the duty on wearing apparel in 
the Free State has been iricreased by an 
import tax of five per cent. as from the 2lst 
inst. I have looked carefully into the matter, 
and find that the increase of five per cent, 
does not apply to all wearing apparel. It 
applies only to all clothing, women’s, men’s 
and children’s, and shirts and pyjamas, if they 
contain any wool, made of woven tissue made 
wholly or partly of wool or worsted. This 
does not include such articles as knitted 
underclothing (either woel or cotton), cotton 
underwear, cotton shirts or pyjamas, cotton 
frocks, cardlgens or jerseys (either wool or 
cotton), socks and stockings, dungarees, 
braces, art-silk ties, hats or caps, unless the 
ribbon used for trimming contains a mixture

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FIRST INTERNATIONAL 
IN IRELAND.

(By ONE WHO WAS THERE.) 

The sight which greeted the eyes of the 
handful of spectators who assembled to wit- 
ness the first of this series of matches, played 
in Ireland, was very different to that which 
nowadays meets the gaze of a visitor to Lans- 
downe voad upon an International Saturday. 

The game was played on the gronuds of the 
Leinsier Crickg@ Club, at Rathmines, on Monday, 
14(h December, 1875, and was the second of, the 
series, The first is recorded as having heen 
played in Londen in 1875. aml the secou@ in 1876. 
This is an error: no match was played in 1876. 
The year 1875 enjoys the unique distinction ol 
being the only year iu which two matches between 
the two countries were played. 
The first was played in the latter half of the 
scasun 1874-5. and the second in the first hall of 
the season 1875-6. The defunct reeman's 
Journal, in the very account of the 
suys:—' The match for some time 
looked forward to with considerable interest by 
ihe athletes of the metropolis. but outside thir 
circle even a passing interest was never excited,” 
It estimated the attendance at “ several hundred,

If a back lay on the ball unduly he was 
hacked over—that is to say, the ball was kicked 
from under him: and if he got hurt in the 


process it was his own fault, If & player crossed 
hie opponent's line with the ball and was collared 
before fie had touched the ball dead, a maul in 
goal engucd, If the man who collared him suc 
ceeded in getting the ball from him and in 
fonching il down, if wae a lonch in defence ;

IMPORTANCE OF THE GOAL.
